It still 
e x ists in some a re a s of the world, principa lly 
on the contine nt of Africa , but its e ve ntua l 
de mise ca n be a nticipa te d. 
Cha rge s of colonia lism continue to be he a rd 
in the Unite d 
Na tions 
whe re a Spe cia l 
Committe e of 2 4 on de coloniz a tion is de voting 
its 
e ne rgie s 
to 
furthe ring 
the 
e nd 
of 
colonia lism. The committe e re pe a te dly ca lls 
for mora l a nd ma te ria l a ssista nce to the 
pe ople s of colonia l te rritorie s in the ir struggle 
for fre e dom a nd inde pe nde nce . 


IT ALSO 
urge s the ce ssa tion of wa rs to 
suppre ss “ na tiona l libe ra tion move me nts” 
a nd the withdra wa l of a ll fore ign troops a nd 
milita ry ba se s from colonia l te rritorie s. 
Typica l of the comme nts of those in the 
fore front of the a nticolonia lism move me nt is 
the sta te me nt of Amba ssa dor Sa lim Ahme d 
Sa lim of the Unite d Re public of Ta nz a nia in 
Which he de cla re d colonia lism is the gre a te st 
tra ge dy of our time .

me nt. As de ve lope d na tions se nt the ir e x ­ 
plore rs out into the unknown in se a rch of ne w 
la nd, the y e ncounte re d primitive pe ople s a nd 
usua lly subdue d the m in the proce ss of 
e sta blishing e x te nsions of the ir more a d­ 
va nce d civiliz a tions. 
As still more time pa sse d the de sce nda nts 
of the e a rly se ttle rs usua lly broke a wa y from 
the e sta blishing gove rnme nts a nd be ca me 
fre e na tions. Our own Ame rica n history 
follows the pa tte rn. 


But some nations developed at a much 
more rapid rate than others. Some were 
ready to shed colonialism sooner than others. 
Some were capable of governing themselves 
with reasonable success Others were not. 


Dahomey, an African nation of 2.7 million 
people which formerly was under the colonial 
rule of France, appears to be typical of those 
nations which obtained freedom before they 
were prepared to handle it.

since 
ga ining 
its

de pe nde nce in 1 9 6 0 . The unique thre e -ma n 
pre side ntia l council, which wa s de vise d to 
match

overthrown by the army. 
The country is poor. It has few resources 
and trades mostly in cocoa (smuggled from 
neighboring Nigeria) and palm oil. Per capita 
income is less than $80 a year. Chronically 
beset by unemployment, inflation and annual 
government deficits (it occasionally receives 
handouts from Fra nce), Dahomey’s struggle 
to develop clearly suggests that its separation 
from its colonial master may have been 
premature. 


THE F IR E OF 
anticolonialism 
which, 
burns fiercely in the breasts of some of the 
world’s newest nations unfortunately gets out 
of hand at times, leading to calls for instant 
freedom, when it would be wiser to proceed 
more deliberately in severing the colonial 
ties. 
But it is very hard to convince those who 
seek “ freedom now” that they are not yet 
ready to handle self-governments.

taxes on their earnings.

The Legacy of Ezra Pound

WASHINGTON 
- Ez ra 
Pound, who died in Venice 10 
days ago, left to the world of 
letters a body of work, as poet 
and critic, that cannot be dis­ 
dained. And in the tragic ex­ 
ample of his own life, he left a 
question that cannot easily be 
answered. 
I met Pound only once, on 
the April afternoon in 1957 
when his keepers released 
him 
a t 
last 
from 
St. 
E liz a beths 
Hospital 
in 
Washington. 
He 
had 
been 
there for 12 years, no crazier 
than hall the world outside 
the walls, the victim of a vast 
em b a rra ssm en t 
on 
our 
government’s part. 


DURING 
TH E 
WAR 
years, when 
he 
was 
self­ 
exiled in Italy, Pound made a 
series 
of 
propaganda 
broadcasts for the Fascist 
regime. 
It 
is ludicrous 
to 
suppose that 
these 
murky 
speeches had any corrupting 


effect on the mystified G. I.s 
who may have tuned him in. 
N evertheless, Pound was 
a rrested 
by 
a dva ncing 
American ti'oops in 1945, and 
subsequently 
was hauled 
back to Washington. 
Here a grand jury indicted 
him 
for 
trea son 
— 
for 
adhering to the enemies of 
the 
United 
States, 
giving 
them aid and comfort. It was 
a ridiculous charge, but we 
did ridiculous things in those 
days — witness the treatment 
of the California Nisei. When 
his case came on for trial, the 
government chickened. If 
Pound would plead insanity 
and accept confinement in St. 
Elizabeths, that would suf­ 
fice. So Pound went off to the 
loony bin — and his own 
sardonic phrase — and most 
of the world forgot him.
